Rights Under 
Law Defined 
By Tribunal 


Madison — W)— A. grand jury in 


Wisconsin is limited to making re- 
ports and to returning indictments 
the supreme court ruled today. 


The ruling, the first ever made 


in Wisconsin on. privileges of gran' 
juries, came in the case involving 
Clifton Williams. Milwaukee attor 
ney. Attorney. Williams asked tha 
certain parts of a grand Jury repor 
delivered in Milwaukee May 7, 1929 
be expunged from the records on the 
ground that no- Indictments were 
asked. 


The supreme court not only acced 


ed to Attorney Williams' request bu 
also ordered the entire grand Jurj 
report stricken. In making the or- 
der the court reversed a decision by 
Municipal Judge George Shaughnes 
sy, Milwaukee, which 
had denied 


Williams' application. 


In its report the grand jury con 


demned the practice of public offi 
cials receiving retainers from pri 
vato interests. No names were men 
tloned and no indictments drawn 
but the report alluded to a member 
of the city attorney's staff who was 
retained by the Milwaukee railroad 
Attorney Williams was the 
only 


member of the staf: so retained. 


The supreme court opinion, writ 


ten by Justice Edward Falrchild 
said in part: 


Defines Authority 


"When an issue has been joined, 


the rulings of courts of last resort 
in the vast majority of instances has 
been to the effect that a b-rand jury 
has no authority to makj a report 
criticizing individuals either by name 
or by inference and that the grant 
jury's powers and authority are lim 
ited to those conferred upon It by

nothing as a basis for accusing 
anyone by Indictment they should 
say so and depart." 


Thp court quoted supreme court 


decisions of other states to support 
this view. 


"While a report of a grand Jury 


may at times bo helpful the doc- 
trine which confines the grand jury's 
work to investigation and reporting 
indictments rests upon the soundest 
legal reason," the opinion added.

The county superintendent wrote 


to John Callahan, state superinten 
dent of public Instruction, who must 
approve the selection of a training 
school principal.

Planting shrubs and trees In places 


about the home grounds where there 
will be harmony and balance, is one 
of tho most essential factors in land 
scape gardening, he pointed out 
Proper distances from the house and 
sidewalks also must be taken into 
consideration when planting shrubs 
he stated.

• Various methods of planting and 
transplanting shrubs and trees to 
insure hardiness and healthy growll 
were outlined.

3e explain^ 
that back in the old days of '70 an 
education was considered more of a 
luxury than a necessity. 


Until he was 13 years of age he 


was a cigar maker at the L. C. Smitl: 
Tobacco shop. At that age he decid 
ed he wanted a change in atmo 
sphere and started his career as a 
printer. 


For four years he served as a 


printer's "devil" in the offices of the 
old "Winnebago Observer" at Me 
nasha, and remained with the firm 
when-it came to this city and chan«. 
ed: itj^name, to the "Appleton Week 
'cr?' a German newspaper. The pub 
lishing company moved to Appleton 
in 1881, Mr. Fuchsgruber stated. 


Tells About Blizzard 


Commenting on the "old days" on 


the German publication, the aged 
man painted a verbal picture of what 
he and many other old timers in 
Appleton considered the worst bliz- 
zard and snowstorm this city ever 
experienced. 


"It was back on Feb. 1, 1S81, that 


the blizzard broke, and it continued 
to snow, almost daily, until March 1," 
he said, "Approximately 5 to 6 feet of 
snow fell on the level, and drifts pil- 
ed up 15 to 20 feet high, practically 
marooning cities in this part of the 
Fox river valley, and leaving them 
without means of transportation and 
communication. 


'Those -were busy days in 
the 


Wecker office. News had'been pretty 
dead up to the time the storm broke 
loose, but not after the blizzard had 
:icd up things during the first few 
days. The papers were filled with 
stories on the storm." 


For several years the old newspa- 


per office stood on the present site of 
he Y. M. C. A. building, after which 
t was moved to the second floor of a 
)uilding where the Karl Schuetter 
tailor shop now stands. Captain Cook 
operated a drug store on the first 
floor, he stated. 


Abandon Paper 


Several years later the old news- 


paper was abandoned, the "Appleton 
Volksfreund" becoming the only Ger- 
man publication of its kind in the 
city. 


When the newspaper office 
was 


discontinued the printing department 
was taken over by tho late John 
Klinker and the late Chris Roemer, 


r. Mr. Klinker retired in 1886 and 
>Ir. Roemer was tho sole operator. 
Since that time the firm has been op- 


erating under the title of the Chris 
Roemer Estate printing shop. 


Reminiscing further on the days 


of the Appleton Wecker, back in 1SS 
Mr. Fuchsgruber stated that it was 
necessary for the publication to tak 
its forms to the Evening Crescent's 
presses to have the newspaper com 
completed.

YOUTH AND CRIME PICTURES 


The "gay nineties" have come down 


to us with a reputation for some speed. 
But the .pace of those days was a 
Chopin funeral march compared to the 
fast-stepping "twenties" and the jazz 
age of the post-war period. The youth 
of the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury had temptations-to; be sure. One 
of the usual accusations against the 
boy who was inclined to cast his oats 
about in-a wild manner was that he 
read "dime novels" which tempted him 
into paths of sin. The thumb-worn 
"Nick Carter" novel was slyly, passed 
from hand to hand by boys looking 
for a thrill, -Yet these old "thrillers" 
were mild compared to modern detec- 
tive stories :and "motion pictures. 


The youth of today has a constant 


panorama of books and movies present- 
ed for its inspection which would nev- 
er have been countenanced forty years 
ago. Some of the motion pictures are 
particularly deserving of condemna- 
tion.. How long will the public stand 
^or£pictiires which; feature /gangsters,. 
gunmen and racketeers? 
. Juvenile Judge William H. .Smath- 
ers of Atlantic City has declared from 
the bench that "it is time for the fed- 
eral government and the states to pro- 
hibit such pictures. They are poison- 
ing the minds of the youth of the 
country, conveying to'them a* false im- 
pression .of bravery and heroism, actu- 
ating them to commit serious, crime, 
such as carrying pistols, breaking and 
entering, and attempted holdups." 


Pictures of the type described are be- 


coming unprofitable, and lack of prof- 
it will result in their elimination. 
Mr. Will H. Hayes, motion picture 
tycoon, notes that during 1930 the in- 
creasing success of educational and 
romantic themes, marks the wane of 
crime films. In his opinion "America 
is largely through with the po*st-war 
preoccupation with morbidity- and 
crime in literature and drama. We 
have a younger generation* now ris- 
ing from the jazz age, that promises 
to support clean, high-purposed enter- 
tainment. 


There are healthful signs-that indi- 


cate the soundness of Mr. Hayes' opin- 
ion. 
That the youth of the coming 


"thirties" might revert, through cyclic 
changes in social conditions, from the 
high speed of the past decade, to the 
more sedate and leisurely pace of the. 
old "nineties" is a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished.

CANADA COUNTS HER CHILDREN 


Canada Is sharpening her pencil to take a 


census. JUke tho United States, the dominion 
counts its children every ten years, but docs it 
one year after \ve do. 


This census mean? much to Canada, for It Is 


expected to put the dominion over the 10,000.000 
mark. If it should fall to do so there will be 
much gnashing of teeth and demands for re- 
counts, just as some states and cities on our side 
of the border -were doing: last year. An official 
estimate as of last June 80 placed tho population 
at 0.934,500. but there was some fear that this 
flgure might be a trifle optimistic. In 1921 the 
population was S,78S,483. 


Two or three years ago some Canadians were 


annoyed because of their slowing rate of growth. 
Especially were they disturbed that Immigration 
from Great Britain was averaging only a half to 
a third of what It had been before the war. Also 
the 100.000 new citizens a year the dominion 
was getting from the United States In the boom 
days of the Canadian northwest had dwindled to 
25,000 or 30,000. There was likewise protest be- 
cause so many young Canadians were going to 
the United States, where wages were higher and 
automobiles cheaper.

The younger children can listen 


to the reading of books that they 
cannot read for 
themselves with 
great pleasure and profit. We need 
not wait until a child can read for 
himself before letting him enjoy the 
stories suited to his appreciation. 


Children of four and on listen with 


all their minds and with 'all their 
souls to a good rendition of "Br'er 
Rabbit." 
Now "Br'er Rabbit"' is 


an immortal. He lasts from gener- 
ation to generation and the young- 
er the generation, the longer the 
period of enjoyment is going to be. 
You me "Br'er Rabbit" grows with 
the years. He takes on color and 
meaning from year to year. All he 
is. all he means, is, not apparent at 
first reading. His lasting quality 
is extraordinary. 


That is what I mean by back- 


ground reading, and by asking that 
it begin early, at the very beginning 
of the language period. At this time 
when the child is at his high tide of 
growth, background reading Is of 
first importance. The thought, the 
implication, the language, the form 
sink in and influence the complete 
language equipment—from thought 
to expression. 


Bits of "Alice In Wonderland" can 


be used. Not all of it—for this too, 
Is an immortal and lasts through 
the generations. Feed it slowly and 
let it assimilate. 


Use "Aesop's Fables." Tell them, 


read and re-read them • until they 
become a part of the child's think- 
ing, writing, reading, talking self. 
They are bits of wisdom that will 
never wear out. 


The Bible is the first and last of 


books. I believe that its language, 
its stories, its psalms are of first 
Importance to the background of a 
child's thought and speech. 
Read 


the stories in the collections known 
as "Stories of the Old Testament."

You Carefully pick your evening 


powder and your evening rouge. 
Then what? 


Well, there is a lot left to be done, 


to get the right results. 


Just how you place your rouge, 


where, 5n what kind of a geometric 
figure, is really important. For 
if 


you have a yen for that perfect oval 
face, and happen to have a long skin- 
ny one. you can do much to perfect 
its illusion of roundness. 


Right here I must say that the day 


has passed when you should not re- 
alize that your own individuality may 
be expressed 100 times beter by ex- 
actly the kind of rather unusual fa- 
cial contour that you may happen to 
have. But since many vromen and 
girls ask the question, "how can I 
make my face look oval." here are 
some hints: 


1. I£ >uu Ixase a long face, place 


your rouge low on the face and in a' 
wide triangle, with the widest line 
across your cheeks about half way 
down from your ey«s to your nos- 
trils.

line from near your ear across your 
cheek to near your nose.

Sweet corn requires rich soil and 


plenty of moisture, but will not grow 
on a wet soil. Its roots go deep 
into the soil and they spread far 
and.wide.- There is little danger of 


getting the soil too rich for sweet 
corn and both manure and commer- 
cial fertilizers .may be used In pre- 
paring the soil tor planting. ' 


The manure can be plowed under 


and the fertilizers sown broadcast 
after plowing, and harrowed into the 
soil. A top dressing of nitrate of 
soda while the crop Is growing will 
sometimes prove an advantage. 


Many Varieties 


There is a variety of sweet corn 


for every location, condition and 
time. There are many early , va- 
rieties,, but Golden Bantam is hard 
to beat.

First make a small planting of

our American vegetable crops.

The main point 
for the home 


gardener to observe is to plant plen- 
ty of sweet corn and plant often for 
a continuous supply.
